marked the 
past year, and 
ail lines of Chris- 
tian work have been 
hindered by the stringency of money and 
the difficulty of meeting the needs of the 
work. Our own people are, as a rule, 
poor, and it has been a great struggle for 
many of them to meet their missionary 
pledges, but they have nobly done so and 
the average receipts of the past year, 
month by month, have been much larger 
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than any previous year, the financial re- 
port for the six months ending April 30 
having been almost as large as the amount 
for the entire twelve months preceding. 
Notwithstanding this fact, however, the 
obligations of the Board and the expenses 
of our increased work, coupled with some 
arrearages carried over from the previous 
year, have absorbed every dollar as soon 
as it reached the treasury and left the 
Board in a condition where they still need 
many thousands of dollars to meet the ac- 
iual present needs of the work, and many 
more to justify any large advance in the 
many openings of the foreign field, which 


are calling more loudly than ever. 


UNION OF THE TWO ALLIANCES. 


One of the most important public events 
of the year was the union of the two 
Alliances, consummated in the 
Spring, and_ bringing 
under one execu- 
tive demon- 

stration the 

entire 


ANliance 
work both 
at home and 

abroad. This has 
greatly simplified the 
machinery and will, we hope, 
much inerease the efficiency of the 
work. A large Board of twenty-four per- 
sons is entrusted with the executive dem- 
onstration and a smaller Executive Com- 
mittee meets more frequently to conduct 
the details of the work. The demonstra- 
tive machinery is carried on in the most 
inexpensive manner. 

The new system has already enabled us 
to organize many sections of the country 
ina more thorough manner. State Super- 













intendents have been appointed in Tlinois 
and the Northwest, Maryland and the 
Southeast, the three northern New Eng- 
land States—Maine, New Hampshire and 
Vermont—and Canada and other impor- 
tant sections are being prepared for simi- 
lar demonstration. A Jarger number of 
Conventions than ever before have been 
held in all parts of the country. Dean 
Peck and Mr. Henck, our Field Secretar- 
ies, have visited a large part of the West 
and South, and a great number of new 
Alliance branches have been formed in 
these scctions. 


FOREIGN WORK.

The most remarkable results of the year 
appear in China. Doubtless God has long 
been preparing the soil in that vast heath- 
en land, and, as was anticipated, the close 
of the Japanese war left the country more 
open to the Gospel than at any previous 
period. Happily, God had already given 
us a number of bands of courageous mis- 
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sionaries prepared to press forward. In 
South China God’s providences had been 
working more mightily than we dreamed, 
and a few months ago a treaty was exe- 
cuted by which the whole West River and 
adjoining territory in Southern China was 
open to commerce and foreign intercourse. 
Great Britain has secured peculiar com- 
mercial rights and advantages im connec- 
tion with the whole region bordering on 
Wenan and Quang Si. A new treaty 
port has been opened in Quang Si, and 
our beloved missionaries, who were quick 
to take advantage of this remarkable open- 
ing, secured missionary premises in the 
new commercial centre. Four years ago 
Quang Si was wholly closed to the Gospel 
and regarded as the most difficult, with a 
single exception, of all the Chinese prov- 
inces. About that time God Jaid it upon 
the heart of the Alliance to go forth and 
occupy this field for Christ, and already 
we are permitted to see the planting of 
the standard of Christ in the very citadel 
of this once hostile region, 

We have special cause to thank God for 
the carnest and faithful united band of 
consecrated missionaries who are occupy- 
ing this region and looking forward with 
far reaching faith to extend their lines in- 
to the neighboring and needy land of 
Anam. 

Still more remarkable is the opening 
in Tlunan. This is a much larger prov- 
ince, with a population of nearly twenty 
millions, and it has been the most un- 
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ion, and the foulest blasphemies that ever ments in the province, and 3s the chief 
issued from the pit emanated from this owner of an immense factory in Wuchang 


province and were pub- 
fished and cireulated 
all over China against 
Christ and His cause. 
Again and again have 
colporteurs and mis- 
sionary pioneers been 
beaten and = driven 
from the villages and 
expelled beyond the 
houndarics of the 
province. We are 
thankful to say that at 
Jength God has opened 
the door of Hunan. 
Two of our youngest 
missionaries — Messrs. 
Chapin and Brown— 
set their hearts in the 
name of Christ about a 
year ago upon estab- 
Jishing a mission in 
Tfunan, and after a 
year of unspeakable 
toil and suffering, in- 
cluding one cruel beat- 
ing, they have finally 
suecceded. We are able 
to report that a mis- 
sion station has been 
rented and is now oc- 
eupied by these two in 
the very heart of Hu- 
nan, while the mission 
of the 
London 
Society, under care of Dr. 
Griffith John, has also 
succeeded in securing 
another mission station 
in the province where a 
native is holding the fort, 
hut so far, our dear boys 
are the only foreign mis- 
sionaries really residing 
in Tfunan. 

Still more cheering is 
the remarkable fact that 
has been fully confirmed 
by the latest letters of our 
missionaries from Central 
China, that the family of 
the Governor of the great 
province of THupeh, with 
a population of between 
twenty and thirty mill- 
ions, the most important 
province in Central Chi- 
na, in which both Han- 
kow and Wuchang are sit- 
uated, has become inter- 
ested in the Gosnel. Four 
years ago he was the most 
hostile of the Chinese offi- 
cials in Central China, 
and was largely blamed 
for the riots along the 
Yangtsi. He is one of 
the most able of the Chi- 
officials, ranking

distinguished official was baptized, along 
with her son, in the Alliance mission by 
Mr. Kristenson, whose wife has for many 
months been visiting this distinguished 
lady and improving the opportunity not 
only to teach her Knglish, but also to lead 
her to Christ. 

There are many other encouraging facts 
in connection with the work in China. 
Mr. Woodberry and his dear wife have es- 
tablished a successful ‘raining ILome at 
Tientsin, and have a strong native church 
of over fifty members, who, by their vol- 
untary contributions and the gifts of for- 
eigners, have been able during the past 
year to support a native preacher in every 
one of the eighteen provinces of China. 

Our Swedish missionaries in North 
China are doing excellent work in spread- 
ing the Gospel over ail the vast regions of 
the borders of Mongolia. They have al- 
ready nearly twenty stations and many 
converts. 

We are glad to say that a new mission 
has been opened in Monyolia under Mr. 
and Mrs. Larson, with their headquarters 
at Kalgan, the chicf city northwest of 
Peking. 

In the far west the Wkvall brothers 
have opened a very promising station in 
Kansuh, not far from Thibet; and at Tao 
Chao, within the borders of Thibet, our 
beloved brethren, Messrs. Simpson and 
Christy, with Mrs. Simpson, who has lately 
joined them, are winning the confidence 
of the Thibeians and planting the Gospel 
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within that important field with encoura- 
ging success. Mr. Lelacheur, who was 
with us at our Conventions a year ago, 
has been making a circuit of more than 
ten thousand miles, visiting the whole of 
the mission fields in China, and a year 
hence we hope that he will be with us to 
tell the wonderful story of the progress of 
the Gospel in the land of Sinim. 


JAPAN, 





Through our esteemed Superintendent 
—Rev. Theodore Gulick—who is now in 
this country, we learn that our mission- 
aries and native workers are doing a quict 
and excellent work in the three stations 
oceupied by us in the western portion of 
Japan in the neighborhood of Hiroshima, 
but it is made very evident by recent 
events that the Japanese are not yet ready 
to dispense with foreign missionarics or 
rely entirely on the direction of their na- 
tive workers. The spirit of the native 
church having been much injured by the 
diffusion of a rationalistic spirit among 
the leaders of thought, the very prignt- 
ness and keenness of the national intellect 
makes it all the more necessary that there 
should be a deeper ‘spiritual movement 
and a conservative foreign influence to 
steady and hold the infant church on 
thoroughly Scriptural and evangelical 
Jines.

Plague and famine have fallen upon the 
land, swept thousands away and thrown 
uport our missionaries an unusual burden 
of work and care. But this has also af- 
forded an opportunity for mutual sym- 
pathy and confidence, and has opened the 
hearts of many of the natives to receive 
the messengers of Christ and their mes- 
sage of salvation. There have been some 
very severe losses among our ranks in 
India, the most noted of which was Mr. 
Garrison, who had charge of the work in 
the province of Khandesh. Several of the 
missionaries have been called to return 
home for a season, including Mr. and Mrs. 
Fuller and Mrs. Garrison. Notwithstand- 
ing, the work is so arranged that all the 
stations are kept open and the usual evan- 
gelistic work will go on as soon as the cool 
season returns. The headquarters of our 
mission in Bombay has been established 
and strengthencd and a good local work 
is done both, among the natives and the 
Europeans. 

The most fruitful of our India fields is 
Gutjerat, where more than fifty converts 
have been recently baptized at a single 
station.

As we speed along we iry to tel) to all 
the story of the Cross, as weil as sell por- 
tions of the Word of Life, thus the time 
passes quickly, till, suddenly, our engine 
plays out and we are detained for about 
five hours on the road. Some cars are also 
taken off here, so our things have to be 
moved and placed in one end of the horse 
car, while we are not allowed to enter the 
only remaining passenger car, as a man- 
darin has engaged it. After a little wait 
we were admitted into a small coach and 
told we might go the rest of the way in 
this, but, alas! to our dismay, when it came 
time for the train to start we had to make 
another move, and, as well, again move 
all our baggage. This time we were put 
into an open car among the Chinese with 
our luggage as our seats, and though the 
sun was hot, the car crowded, and the wind 
causing a slight sandstorm, yet we enjoyed 
it all, because of the Master’s presence 
with us. 
The scenery was not very beautiful, as 
country most of the way is very flat. 
First, tis passing acres of round heaped- 
mounds, which you know are graves, 
and then the fields of young grain which 
you sce being rolled by men dragging a 
small hand roller, or the farmer quietly 
ploughing his field, till, suddenly, his don- 
key, ox and mule, which are yoked to- 
gether, on seeing the cars makes things for 
a time rather Jively for the driver, as well 
as amusing for us. About 7 P. M. we 
reached the terminal of the road, just six 
miles from the Pekin wall. Here we spent 
the night, our dwelling being a large mat 
house. After about an hour’s wait supper 
is ready, so we sit down to our bow! of rice 
and eggs, and having finished our meal 
we then have prayers in Chinese, so as to 
benefit the natives. Worship being over 
we at once go to rest our bed being a raised 
matting affair about one foot from the 
ground. Here we enjoy, after three days’ 
travelling, the swect rest which the Fath- 
or gives, till the breaking of the following 
day, when carts are hired to carry our 
things and we follow on foot to complete 
this part of our journey. 

After six miles of most delightful walk- 
ing we Teached the outer gate of the impe- 
rial city and then came the more unpleas- 
ant part of the journey, on account of the 
dustiness of the streets. On entering the 
outer gate, after walking over four miles, 
through the dusty streets, passing more 
large camel caravans, countless carts and 
idol processions, we arrived at our mission 
station here in time for our noon-day meal, 
which was our breakfast. as well. 

Fre coming to Pekin we had often heard 
it was the most filthy city in China. Well, 
a few days here convinces one of the truth 
of the statement. and it is Just simply in- 
concetyable—dirt in the air as well as be- 
neath you, so that after an hours walk 
you are glad to leave the forsaken-looking 
streets which you would think had not 
been repaired for centuries, and return to 
our mission premises here to enjoy for a 
time the quiet of home life.

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THE LAND OF CABUL.

And Hiram called the cities which Solo- 


man gave him, the Land of Cabul. If Kings 
ix. 13. 


This is a little chapter from the story 
of Solomon and Hiram; it is also a chap- 
ter from the story of many a Christian 
life. Solomon had given to his friend 
twenty cities in the fand of Galilee in rec- 
ognition of his kindness in supplying tim- 
ber and other material for the magnificent 
temple which had just been erected, but 
when Hiram went to view the cities he 
was displeased with them and bitterly dis- 
appointed with the gift of his friend, so 
he called them Cabul, which means dis- 
pleasing. 

There are a good many people still who 
live in the Jand of Cabul—the country of 
discontent—the clime where the sun rare- 
ly shines and the birds never sing. Let us 
look a little at this inhospitable land, so 
that we can Icarn some Jessons which will 
lead us to emigrate from it and live rather 
in the Land of Beulah, where the sun no 
more goes down and the days of our 
mourning are ended. 





I. THE GEOGRAPHY OF THIS LAND. 


There were twenty cities in this coun- 
try of Cabul. We are not told what their 
names were, but it will not be hard to 
guess. 

The first of these cities was called Dis- 
content, and the people who lived in it 
were never pleased with anything they 
had. They were always comparing it with 
the pleasures of others and wishing they 
had something they did not possess. 

Nearby was the city of Envy, which 
was located sufficiently high to be able to 
Jook over the surrounding country, and 
the point of view was such as to make 
every other city look as if it lay in the 
sunshine, which never came to the dwell- 
ers in Envy. Every one else seemed to be 
better off than they, and as they contem- 
plated the pleasures around them they 
only made themselves the more miserable. 

Another city in the same direction was 


Covetousness. Its inhabitants were always 
thinking of the pleasures they did not 
have and wishing for the blessings of 
others without trying legitimately to se- 
cure them. 

One of the largest towns in the Land of 
Cabul was Unthankfulness. Its inhabit- 
ants seemed to think that they were enti- 
led to all that they possessed and never 
thonght of looking to a higher Power and 
acknowledging His goodness for all they 
had. 
Worry was another town of Cabul. Its 
people seemed to be always talking about 
o-morrow, and were constantly making 
Jans against the trials of the future, for- 
ifying themselves against foes which 
never came and fearing because of the 
clouds that might come and the obstacles 
Their fears made 
heir imaginary troubles so real that they 
were constantly suffering from the trou- 
les that did not come and the worry of 
others which were never realized. 

Despondency was another of these twen- 
ty cities. The people who lived in it never 
smilcd, the birds were’all ravens and owls, 
the flowers had no sweet odors and the air 
was malarial and unpleasant. 

. There was another city called the Croak- 
ing City, situated in a swamp where the 
frogs could be heard day and night, mak- 
ing the air dismal with their gloomy 
notes, and the people seemed to talk in a 
similar tone. Everything was always 
wrong. Tho times were always bad, the 
weather wretched, they themselves were 
miserable and the prospects were darker 
still. 

On a somwhat elevated plane on this 
and there was a city called Stoicism, 
where the people seemed to have a some- 
what better fecling and had made up their 
minds to endure their miseries and make 
he best of the bad situation, in other 
words, to grin and bear it. Among the in- 
habitants there was a general feeling to 
endure anything, but there was no life or 
spring of joy or hope. 

Tt is needless to say that the people of 
his country of Cabul had the worst kind 





that might intervene. 

















of health and therefore nothing exhila- 
rated them, The other blessings that 
came to them were poisoned by the mias- 
mas that rose from their dismal swamps 
and were hidden by the clouds that hung 
over their murky skies. The rivers all 
ran the wrong way instead of running out 
and bearing their foul tides away. Every- 
thing about this wretched country spoke 
of selfishness, and the waters of the riv- 
ers, borne by the sluggish tide, were left 
upon the unhealthy shores to breed poi- 
son and death. A heavy mist was always 
hanging over the country, so that the peo- 
ple could not see the sun that was shining 
right above them, nor the bright and beau- 
tiful forests and hills of the happy coun- 
tries immediately adjacent. Indeed, when 
they did get a glimpse of these brighter 
prospects, the air had a peculiar property 
of discoloring and distorting everything 
that made it impossible to see anything in 
its true colors. It seemed, indeed, a very 
wretched place to live in, and J greatly 
wondered that it was so thickly populated 
and why its foolish inhabitants were so 
slow to fly from its uncongenial shores to 
the happy regions of peace and gladness, 
where heavenly messengers were constant- 
ly inviting them in vain. 


Ii, THE GEOLOGY OF THIS COUNTRY, 


My observations of Cabul awakened a 
desire to examine the structure of its 
strata and sce how such a wretched coun- 
try was ever cast up, and I found some in- 
teresting things in my observations as I 
looked into this subject. 

1st. The bed-rock of selfishness, Im- 
mediately below the surface I found the 
soil very hard and jmpervious. As I ex- 
amined the rock very carefully I found 
that it contained a solid mass of selfish~ 
ness. I began to understand why the peo- 
ple of Cabul were so unhappy; they were 
always thinking about themselves; they 
were always looking at things as they af- 
fected their own interest. It is a law of 
the spiritual world that everything we do 
for ourselves directly will disappoint us, 
but everything that we do for others will 
come back to us again in blessings. This 
is the very law of God’s own being, the 
law of His love, and arises from the fact 
that He is always blessing others and liv- 
ing for others. This is the very law of the 
universe, and whenever we disobey it by 
selfishness we defeat our very object and 
destroy our very happiness. As long as 
we are looking at our end of things, they 
will seem to be all wrong, and we shall 
have a sad and disappointing time. When 
we rise out of self altogether and live to 
bless God and man, we shall dwell in the 
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joy of the Lord, and sorrow and sighing 
shall flee away. 

2d. Next was the stratum of Worldli- 
ness, right under the bed-rock of sclfish- 
ness. The people of Cabul were looking at 
things from an earthly standpoint and 
depended for their happiness on the things 
of life rather than on those holy sources 
which are above all circumstances and 
things. God has made us for a higher 
world, and if we seck to feed our spiritual 
and moral nature on the husks which the 
swine do eat, we shall certainly die of 
spiritual dyspepsia. The great apostle 
could say, “ Having nothing and yet pos- 
sessing all things.” And the Master Him- 
self once said, “ A man’s life consisteth 
not in the abundance of things which he 
possesseth.” Our true life finds its satis- 


“faction in'the heart of God and the things 


unseen. 

When Gen. Gordon met the despot of 
the Nile, who threatencd to kill him, Gor- 
don calmly looked into his face and said, 
“You cannot hurt me or take away my 
life, for, indeed, you could not do me a 
greater favor than to shoot me down, as 
you threatened to do, for then I would be 
the more quickly introduced into the pres- 
ence of my Saviour and my Lord.” The 
Arab was dumfounded. He had never met 
aman who would defy his worst and could 
laugh at his most terrible threats, because 
he did not know anything of God. If you 
would get out of your misery get out of 
your earthliness and selfishness and learn 
to know your heavenly calling and your 
Saviour’s joy. 

8d. Next we came to the sub-stratum, 
Pride, on which the Land of Cabul rests, 
and we found that the misery of its people 
arose largely from an undue estimate on 
their part of their rights and desserts at 
the hand of God. They seemed to think 
that they had not got what belonged to 
them and that what they had already was 
their’s by right, and to forget that they 
were wretched creatures, deserving only 
to die, who had only been saved by Divine 
mercy from destruction and ought to rea- 
lize that the smallest blessing from His 
hands was a favor far exceeding their des- 
serts and for which they ought to be pro- 
foundly grateful. If we could only see our 
blessings in the light of our sins we would 
be grateful for anything. If we could only 
see that the smallest blessing that we en- 
joy had to be purchased for us by the pre- 
cious blood of our Redeemer we would 
lead a life of praise. 

4th. Unbelief wag another mass of sub- 
terranean rock in this land. Could we re- 
gard God in all the circumstances of our 
life, trust Him through everything, believ- 


ing in His love no matter what may come, 
we should look over these things and know 
that it is His love that sends these trials 
to test us and prepare us for a higher 
plane of strength and service. If we could 
see our Master watching from on high un- 
til we overcome in a trying place and 
smiling with unspeakable delight when we 
triumph, and turning away with shame 
when we give up, we would never doubt 
or fear. 

5th. Another cause of depression was 
found in a wrong way of looking at others. 
There are two ways of seeing people in the 
trials of our life. There is the misjudg- 
ing method, which attributes to every- 
thing the worst motives, and there is the 
loving way that always finds some better 
motive to which to attribute to all actions, 
and a more charitable way of looking at 
them, thus excusing them and saving us 
that sense of wrong which hurts us so se- 
verely. 

6th. Wrong motives in our work for God 
are at the bottom of many of our troubles. 
Hiram seems to have expected to get a 
larger recompense than he got. Tad he 
been doing this work for God he would 
have been paid by the fact of having the 
privilege and opportunity to do it. When 
people do their work for the sake of a sal- 
ary or for the smiles and applause of men 
or women, their work will turn to worm- 
wood and their joy to bitterness. Love to 
God will bring its own reward. 

tth. The secret of all unhappiness and 
the foundation of all joy is to be found in 
this one thing—the presence or absence 
of Christ in our heart. The one joy that 
is incorruptible and eternal is the joy of 
the Lord Himself, dwelling within our- 
selves, and to abide with Him face to face, 
this is joy, this is the Land of Beulah and 
the country of Tlephzibah, the land where 
the sun shall no more go down and the 
days of our mourning shall be ended. 

THE THEOLOGY OF TIS SUBJECT. 

What is the practical lesson of this 
theme? 

1. The spirit of gloom keeps us out of 
Canaan. The beginning of Israel’s fail- 
ure to reach the land of promise was their 
falling into the sin of murmuring. It was 
the first backward step and was speedily 
followed by others which brought on them 
at last God’s tremendous curse, and: left 
the hones of a whole generation to whiten 
on the Arabian sands. A spirit of mur- 
muring, discontent and despondency will 
surely keeps us back from a life of commu- 
nion with God and the power of the Holy 
Ghost. The first thing in consecration is 
a complete acquiescence and delight in the 
will of God, and this is wholly inconsistent 


with a spirit of discontent, depression and 
unhappiness. 

2. A spirit of unhappiness and discon- 
tent will rob us of God’s blessing. He 
loves to bless the happy and thankful 
heart, and the soul that nurses its wrongs 
and feeds upon its grievances shall always 
have sorrow to grieve over. 

3. A spirit of cheerfulness and content 
is our reward. It fills the heart and life 
with joy and renders existence a continual 
delight. While a heavy heart, an anxious 
mind and a gloomy disposition are harder 
to bear than are the misfortuncs, calami- 
ties and ills that could befall the most wn- 
happy life. For our own sakes, if for noth- 
ing else, let us dwell in the land of glad- 
ness and keep free from the dreary shores 
of Cabul. 

4. A spirit of joy is a spirit of power. 
It attracts others to us. It becomes a 
bond of sympathy and influence with other 
lives. “Iam as happy as an angel since J 
became a Christian,” was the testimony of 
the Countess of Huntingdon, and that tes- 
timony led two of the Peeresses of Eng- 
land to give their hearts to God, for they 
said they had found no such happiness in 
the world. We are to be examples to man- 
kind of the beauty and the glory of a con- 
sccrated life, and as they see us they too 
will say, “Let us go with you for God is 
with you.” 

May the Holy Ghost baptize us with the 
power of a holy gladness and save us from 
sorrow as well as sin. 

So let our lips and lives express 
The Holy Gospel we profess. 


So let our words and actions shine 
To prove the Doctrine all Divine

THE LOWING OF THE HERDS. 


I. Sam. xv, 14. 


Saul was commissioned to go and smite 
Amalek, and utterly destroy all that they 
had, not sparing man or woman, infant or 
suckling, ox or sheep, camel or ass. He, 
however, obeyed the command with Jimita- 
tions: the people and he together de- 
stroyed utterly everything that was vile 
and. refuse, but spared Agag, the king, 
and the best of the sheep, and of the oxen, 
and of the fatlings, and the lambs, and 
all that was good. By a flash of spiritual 
insight and illumination, the old prophet 
Samuel was made aware that the king had 
stepped back from the life of obedience 
which had opened so auspiciously, and had 
failed to perform the Divine behest; and 
he arose early to mect Saul, determined, if 
possible, to arrest his first steps of declen- 
SIOn. 

With a gush of self-congratulation, the 
king opened the interview by exclaiming, 
“ Blessed be thou of the Lord: T have per- 
formed the commandment of the Lord.” 
There was something more than mere 
shrewdness in the answer, “What mean- 
eth then this bleating of the sheep in mine 
ears, and the lowing of the oxen that I 
hear?” Saul knew well cnough what he 
meant. His conscience had been_uneasy 
ever since his return from Shur, which is 
over against Fgypt. The very fulsome- 
ness of his address to Sarnuel indicated 
the restlessness of his soul. Men are apt 
to gloze over disobedience by the wealth 
of their religious professions and phrase- 
ology. Whether or not the flocks and 
herds were really near enough for the two 
men to overhear their bleating and low- 
ing, each knew perfectly well what the 
other meant and Saul realized that he was 
arraigned as a delinquent before the Judge 
of all the earth, who demands exactness, a 
hair’s-breadth obedience, from Jlis sub- 
jects. It was in vain for him to attempt 
to ineulpate the people and make them 
responsible. The word of God with unerr- 
ing directness pierced the subterfuge, and 
flashed to his heart the sentence of con- 
demnation and deposition, “ Because thou 
hast rejected the word of the Lord, Ife 
hath also rejected thee from being king,’ 
And the rent cloak represented the rent 
kingdom. . 

Tm the symbolism of Scripture, Amalek 
represents the flesh. This is why God 
said that He would have war with Ama- 
lek from generation to generation. There 
is no generation of mankind that is net 
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born after the flesh and in which the flesh 
is not an element of discord. “It is not 
subject to the law of God, neither indeed 
can it be so that they that are in the flesh 
cannot please God.” Israel had to con- 
tend with three nations—the Hgyptians, 
that stand for the world, with its Iecks, 
onions and garlicks, and sensual delights; 
the Philistines, that stand for the hosts of 
wicked spirits in the heavenlies; and Ama- 
lek, that stands for the flesh, which in the 
Now Testament is known as the body of 
sin, the old man, the first Adam. Jt is im- 
perative that this should be dealt with. 
As long as God’s children are in this world, 
though they may not be in the flesh, as 
before their regeneration, yet the flesh 
may be in them in more or less strength; 
and the work of sanctification cannot pro- 
ceed until we have fulfilled the command 
of God to smite Amalek. 

To every Christian who desires the best 
life, there is a very subtle temptation to 
spare himself. Voices are constantly ap- 
pealing to us, as Peter’s to Christ when 
the Master spoke of His approaching 
death, and from loving persuasive lips we 
hear the tender entreaty, “Spare thysclf.” 
“Tf Thou be a Son of God come down 
from the cross.” Such voiees coincide 
with those of the generality of men, the 
people of whom Saul stood in fear. Why 
should you do more than we do? Of what 
good is this excessive religiousness? Kill 
off the viler manifestations of sin, things 
which are reprobated by society as dis- 
graceful and disreputable before the great 
court of public opinion, but spare those 
natural] viriues, that carnestness in Chris- 
tian work, that generous benevolence, 
which, though they may not be prompted 
by the highest motives, nevertheless per- 
form a useful function in the world, and 
are certainly fair to behold. Tt is very 
dificult {o avoid sparing Agag, who 
comes so delicately and speaks so suavely. 
And in our secret soul we cherish the hope 
to compensate for what we save from the 
sword of extermination by presenting it 
as a sacrifice to the Lord our God. 

In too many lives and homes the quick 
ear can detect the lowing of the cattle 
and the bleating of the sheep. Tn all the 
greater matters of Christian consistency 
you can detect no flaw. Tmpurity, un- 
truthfulness, unkindness, are studiously 
condemned and put away, but there is 
an irritableness, a restlessness of manner, 
an impetuosity ef speech, an impatience 
over trifles, a spirit of Itberty and irrever- 
ence, which show that Agag has been 
spared; these are the lowing of the herds 
and the bleating of the flocks. 
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Sheep are tender and gentle creatures; 
herds serve their Maker’s purpose in cre- 
ation, for the use of man: but when God 
commands that they should be put to the 
sword, in other words, when that which 
may be natural in itself and innocent in 
athers, threatens in our own case to be 
the eause of declension and failure, there 
is no alternative than to obey; no excuse 
is legitimate, no evasion can be sanc- 
tioned; death must be rigorously carried 
through every department of the soul, and 
no single head of cattle may survive to tell 
the tale. This is very scarching for us all. 
We must repeat it, there is a tendency 
with all of us to obey the standards of men 
around us rather than those of the Divine 
Master, and to be content if we have de- 
stroyed the refuse and the vile, whilst we 
retain many of the more beautiful traits 
and activities of the Amalek or self-life. 
When God says, Smite Amalek, no quar- 
ter may be given, 

In other words, we must deal not with 
the manifestations of the flesh only, but 
with its root. Stop the stream at the 
fountain head. Strike at the serpent 
efore hatched out. Master the 
ore its works have become mani- 
his is to begin where God begins. 
irit Iusteth against the flesh, so 
that ye may not do the things which ye 
otherwise would.” 

But what is the Divine method for smit- 
ing at the flesh or self-life, which is at the 
root of all the manifestations of evil, 
whether coarser or more refined? There 
is but one answer: we must realize our 
identification with Jesus on the cross. 
Too many Christians are content with the 
doctrine of Substitution, and ignore that 
of Sanctification. They understand that 
Christ died for them, but they are back- 
ward in apprehending that, in the pur- 
pose of God, they also died with Him, and 
that there is a sense in which the incidents 
of the Lord’s crucifixion must take place 
within the Calvary of the heart, veiled 
from all eyes but God’s.. When Jesus died 
our old man was crucified with Tim that 
the body of sin might be done away, that 
henceforth we should not be in slavery to 
sin; and now we are called to realize the 
objective in the subjective, and what was 
done on the cross when our Saviour ex- 
pired, to make good in the experience of 
the soul, reckoning Christ’s death as ours. 
“Reckon ye also yourselves to have died 
unto sin.” Let the outward crucifixion be 
reflected in the still expanse of the soul, 
so as ‘to be able to say with the Apostle, I 
have been, and therefore T am, crucified 
with Christ. We must apprehend our 
close union with Christ in His death, by 
virtue of which He discntangled us from 
the dominion of the sclf-life and placed us 
jn a world in which it may have no au- 
thority. 

There were three steps in the Lord’s 
crucifixion. First, He was arragned as a 
felon. Second, He was nailed amid igno- 
miny and shame to the cross. Third, He 
died. In these three directions we must 
be conformed to the likeness of Tis death. 
We must also arraign our self-life as a 
felon, We also must yield it to death, even. 
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the death of the cross, not flinching from 
the pain, daring to endure the shame. We 
also must wait upon the Holy Spirit to 
keep us in the daily attitude of death to 
sin, and of life out of death. Perhaps the 
time may come when the flesh or self- 
life shall be so utterly reduced in strength 
and atrophied by want of nourishment, 
that it shall be in us like some withered 
organ from which the vigor of life has 
fled, just as physiologists tell us that there 
are traces of members in the human body 
for which we have now no use. 

Let us always distinguish, however, be- 
tween the eradication or extermination of 
the self-life and our death to it. The lat- 
ter is the Scriptural expression. We are 
not taught to reckon that the self-life is 
dead, but that we are dead to it. We are 
not led to expect the eradication of the 
self-nature, but its deprivation of a} nour- 
ishment, so that it shall become to all in- 
tents and purposes inoperative, like a dis- 
used member of the body, or like a root 
carefully guarded from the kiss of sun- 
beams and the moisture that would make 
it swell with life. Do not reckon yourself 
dead, but reckon yourself dead to yourself. 

Atrophy means without nourishment. 
Tf you bind up the arteries of your arm 
with a strong ligature, so that the blood 
will not reach it, it will become withered 
for want of nourishment. The arm will 
still be connected with your body, and its 
machinery may wait until the tide is per- 
mitted to re-enter its former channels, but 
practically it will be as though it were 
dead. Apply this Nustration to the self- 
life. Tn yon and me the flesh exists as 
proud and confident as Agag. To this 
Satan appeals through the impressions of 
sense and imagination. If only those im- 
pressions can be prevented from reaching 
the self-life, if some barrier can be found 
to stay flattery or depreciation, the ap- 
peals to desire and passion from reaching 
their destination, do you not see how in- 
evitably the self-life within us will be- 
come starved, weakened to the Jast possi- 
ble stage and atrophied for want of nour- 
ishment? Even then it will not cease to 
exist, though unable to molest. 

And what power is strong enough to 
stay the impressions from without, from 
stirring and energising the self-life with- 
in? There is but one reply. The Spirit 
of God is alone sufficient for this. Live 
in the Spirit, walk in the Spirit, and you 
shal) not full the lust of the flesh. The 
law of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus 
shall make you free from the law of sin 
and death. 

And what is the method of the Holy 
Spirit? He performs His blessed work by 
enabling us perpetually to realize our 
union with Ilim who died unto sin once, 
and now lives unto God. He enables us 
to reckon that we have died in Him. He 
meets every approach of temptation with 
the thought of the Crucified. So to speak, 
the Cross of Jesus, with its Divine Bur- 
den, stands at cach of the gates of the 
soul, as an impassable barrier. To every 
rush of Satanic suggestion is opposed that 
one memorable scene in which the Second 
Adam bruised the serpent’s head and 
wrought out salyation for all who believe. 





Thus the self-life is ike a besieged garri- 
son from which all supplies and reinforce- 
ments are cut off. At first there is scrious 
remonstrance aud outery, which grow 
ever fainter, and as the “I” decreases 
Christ increases, As nature recedes, grace 
succeeds. As the old man is laid aside the 
soul becomes more and more endued with 
her beautiful garments of righteousness 
and salvation, putting on the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

When summer is waning, the trecs seal 
up the little ducts that convey nourish- 
ment to the leaves, at the point of the 
stalk’s junction with tree or bough, and 
the leaves drop off. Make no provision 
for the fiesh to fulfill the lusts thereof. 
Be merciless to its herds and flocks, as 
well as to all that is refuse and vile. Be 
ruthless in the starving-out process. 
Reckon that the death of the Lord Jesus 
is death to every appeal from without. 
Live in the circle of the cross. So shall 
you escape the fate of Saul, who, as he 
did not smite Amaleck, was smitten to 
death on the field of Gilboa by an Ama- 
lekite. Everyone must choose between a 
death to the flesh, which is life, or death 
in the flesh, which is the second death.

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GOD’S CARE.

“Roll thy way upon the Lord; trust also 
in Him: and He shall bring it to pass.” Ps. 
xxxvii. 5, (marginal reading.) 


While my husband and I were recently 


travelling in South India we frequently 


saw by the roadside two stone posts about 
five or five and a half fect high and across 
the top of them was Jaid a third stone hor- 
izontally. Our curiosity was aroused as 
to the meaning of these, though we half 
guessed what they were. We were told 
that they were'resis for travellers and 
coolies to lay their burdens upon. You 
know burdens are borne upon their heads 
in this Jand, and when a coolic with a 
heavy head load is alone if he puts it down 
on the ground to rest a bit he cannot lift 
it up himself, but must have some friend- 
ly caste man, or some one not afraid of a 
touch of defilement, to help him lft it to 
his head. But such a friend is not always 
to be found by the lonely traveller. These 
rests are about the height of an ordinary 
man, and all a weary coolie or man or 
woman has to do is to go up to it, roll his 
burden upon it and resi. When he is 
ready to go on with his journey he rolls 
it back upon his head and goes forward. 
T then remembered something I had read 
years ago of a native Christian saying, as 
he thus rested a heavy load: “ Christ is the 
resting place for all my heart burdens.” 
Time went on, scenes changed and we 
were back in our old familiar surround- 
ings and work again. Heavy cares and 
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burdens began to come upon us. One 
night I could not sleep. I felt I could not 
endure the heavy care and burden that 
was then upon me. The night wore on, 
as I tossed restlessly to and fro upon my 
bed. Suddenly the Spirit brought to mem- 
ory like a picture one of ihose stone rest- 
ing-places, and the words came “ Roll thy 
way upon the Lord.” I immediately re- 
ceived the message, and no coolie ever 
placed a heavy load on a stone-rest any 
more thoroughly than I did my burden 
upon the Lord. I understood what these 
words meant. I saw how to do it. Imme- 
diately great peace filled my heart and I 
turned over and went to sleep like a child. 
For days afterwards as cares came this les- 
son was repeated over and over. And 
it was so tenderly and patiently done by 
the Master. I saw that*to roll a burden 
upon the Lord meant that I got entirely 
rid of it and that the enemy makes us 
take up burdens again. I saw the result 
of it would be peace and quiet. How piti- 
ful the sight of a Christian who keeps say- 
ing with his lips, “ Oh, T have given it all 
to the Lord,” when his restlessness and 
chafing contradict what his lips say. How 
quickly he resenis any suggestion to com- 
mit the matter to the Lord. Dear heart, 
if you have rolled it upon the Lord, you 
should feel as free and light as that coolie 
did who rolled his burden on that stone- 
rest. It mcans a complete transfer. The 
burden cannot be upon you and upon the 
Lord at the same time any more than the 
burden could be upon the coolie’s head 
and the stone-rest at the same time. As 
if to woo us to do it He tenderly adds a 
reason why we should: I. Pet. v. 7: “Cast- 
ing all your anxiety upon ITim, because 
Te careth for you.”

WHAT IS CHRISTIAN SCIENCE, 


By P. C. WALCOTT, D. D. 


The following extract is taken from an 
able little book published by Fleming H. 
Revell Company, New York: 

After a careful examination of the writ- 
ings of so-called Christian Science with 
reference to its teaching concerning the 
nature and person of our Saviour, Christ, 
T can only say, “They have taken away 
my Lord, and I know not where they have 
Jaid Him.” 

The Atonement has no place in the 
theology of Christian Science, since it does 
not recognize the existence of sin, nor the 
need of reconciliation with God. Mrs. 
Eddy affirms that “the only reality of sin, 
sickness, or death, is the awful fact that 
unrealities seem real to human belief until 
God strips off their disguise.” 

“Man is spiritual and perfect; he is in- 
capable of sin, sickness and death, inas- 
much as he derives his essence from God, 
and possesses not a single original, or un- 
derived power. ence the real man can- 
not depart from holiness. Nor can God, 
by whom man was evolved, engender the 
capacity or freedom to sin.” “ Fvil is an 
illusion and error and has no real basis. 
It is a false belief.” “Tf soul could sin, 
or be lost through sin, then Being and 
Immortality would be lost, with all the 
facnities of Mind; but Being cannot be 
lost while God exists.” 

“ Sin exists only so long as the material 
jMusion remains: it is the sense of sin, and 
not the sinful son], which must be lost.” 

As sin is an illusion, so “ sickness is no 
more the reality of being than sin is,” and 
“death is a mortal dream,” so “sin, sick- 
ness and death should cease through Chris- 
tian Science.” 

Sin, we are assured, is not a deliberate 
choice of evil, not a transgression of God’s 
laws, consequent upon man’s freedom of 
will, but it is simply the result of inverted 
thinking—-a dream and a phantom which 
has no real existence. 

This is a conclusion as startling and 
dangerous as it is unscriptural and one 
calewlated to subvert the very foundations 
of morality. This rankest Antinomianism. 
The guilt of sin is wholly ignored; the 
idea is not entertained by the Christian 
Scientist, who has, therefore, no need of a 
Saviour; and the dreadful consequences of 
sin upon the sinner are lightly and jaunt- 
ily passed over. We are iold, indeed, that 
“while the spell of belicf remains un- 
broken, sin, sickness and death will seem 
real (even as the experiences of the sleep- 
ing dreams seem real) until the Science of 
man’s unbroken harmony breaks the illu- 
sion with its own unbroken reality.” But 
this is a feeble safeguard and a poor sub- 


stitute for the Scriptural teaching of the 


exceeding sinfulness of sin, and such laxity @l 


of doctrine may readily be taken by the RY 


evil-minded as an excuse for rushing into 
all sorts of depravity, since they are as- 
sured that God has no knowledge of sin 
and docs not punish the sinner, and sin, 
moreover, is but a phantom and a dream 
within a dream, which cannot affect the 
soul nor cause it to lose its hold upon 
eternal life. . 

It. is hard to understand how any person 
of intelligence, who believes the Bible to 
be the Word of God, and has been in- 
structed in the Christian faith, can ac- 
cept as truth a system which is so. mani- 
festly at variance with Divine revelation 
and the teachings of the Christian 
church. : 

Instead of the old faith in God our 
Father, and our Saviour, Jesus Christ, we 
are asked to receive a new religion, which 
has for its central doctrine the theory of 
the non-existence of the matcrial universe; 
a doctrine so manifestly absurd that ro- 
bust common sense revolts at it. 

Jt is a religion which has no clear con- 

ception of a personal God and an individ- 
ual immortality, which knows nothing of 
sin, and has no need of a Saviour; a relig- 
ion which has cut itself off from historic 
Christianity, and is without a creed, with- 
out sacraments, without prayer, without 
pubhie worship. A system which con- 
ceives of light without darkness, sunshine 
without shadow, good without evil. 
We cannot account for the influence it 
exerts over the minds of so many unless 
we hold that it is one of the manifestations 
of that strong delusion which, according 
to the prophecy recorded by St. Paul, God 
shall send upon the earth in the latter 
times, when the Man of Sin shall be re- 
vealed with signs and lying wonders. 
The disciple of Christian Science is 
taught that when he abandons the false 
belief in matter, he emerges from the con- 
dition of “ mortal mind,” and is thence- 
forth sinless. Te does not need forgive- 
ness of his past sins, since God takes no 
note of sin and is of purcr cyes than to be- 
hold iniquity. His sin falls from him 
with his false belief in matter, and he cn- 
ters upon a life of perfection and oneness 
with God. 

For such an one there is no longer necd 
of prayer, since “ petitions only bring mor- 
tals the results of their own belicf,” and 
“audible prayer cannot change the unal- 
terable truth or give us an understanding 
of it.” 

The Eucharist to him becomes a “ dead 
rite,” for since “ Christ, Truth, has come 
to us in demonstration, no commemora- 
tion is necessary, for He is Immanuel, or 
God with us, and if a friend be with us 
why need we memorials of that friend?” 
Baptism is wholly ignored. 

Tn short, this system is not Christian, if 
Christianity be that faith which is ex- 
pressed in the Nicene Creed: and it is not 
Science, unless we agree to ignore the evi- 
dent facts of consciousness, the evidence 
of common sense and the general consent 
of all mankind from the beginning as to 
the nature of self-evident truth. 
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THE CHURCH—THE FOUN- 
DATION. 
Exposition of I, Tim. iti, $5 and 16, 


By Rev. F. L. CHAPELL, 


These verses are often considered sepa- 
rately, but the close connective “and” 
shows that they belong together, and both 
pertain to the same thing. Thus consid- 
ering them, let us raise and endeavor to 
answer six questions suggested by them: 

J. How is the church the pillar and base- 
ment of the truth? . 

This is somewhat opposite to the com- 
mon idea that the church is a kind of final- 
ity in God’s plans instead of a beginning 
like a foundation to a building. But that 
the thought of the text is correct may be 
seen if we remember, 

First, That it is an election, or a means 
to an end; for surely such the church is 
ever represented to be. An election is 
never a finality but always presupposes a 
use to be made of the elect. As was said 
of Christ (Isa. xlii. 1), “ Mine clect .. . he 
shall bring forth judgment unto the na- 
tions.” Lf one is selected it is for a pur- 
pose. 

Second, As Christ is the foundation of 
the church so is the church a foundation 
for the kingdom and the further work of 
the ages (Ich. ii. 1-12; Rev. v. 9, 10). 

Third, As when Christ went up the 
Spirit came down as an carnest, at Pente- 
cost; so when the church goes up the 
Spirit will come down in Tis fullness in 
the kingdom age. 

Fourth, Only by the church are the 
riches of God’s grace to be made known in 
the ages to come (Eph. ii. 7) and the wis- 
dom of God to the principalities and pow- 
ers in the heavenlics (Eph. iii. 10 and 11). 
So, then, as a foundation to a building so 
is the church to the future workings of 
God’s plan. 

IT, What is the mystery of godliness? 

It is plainly defined in the following 
clauses. But there are three different 
readings. The first, “God,” of the com- 
mou version; the second, “ Tle who,” of the 
revised; the third, “ Which,” of some man- 
useripts. The weight of scholarship is 
with the second, but the most evident 
meaning is with the frst. The thought is 
Divinity in humanity. Tt is called a mys- 
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tery because it is not fully unfolded save 
in the person of Jesus. It is also called 
“the truth” im Romans and Thessalo- 
nians in opposition to “ the lie,” the for- 
mer meaning that humanity needs Divin- 
ity for its salvation and perfection, and the 
latter claiming that men need only self- 
development. Tfence the church is here 
called the basement of the truth, or the 
especial beginning of the full indwelling 
of Divinity with humanity. 

IIT, Does the description here given of 
this mystery refer to Christ personal, or to 
Christ mystical, the Church? 

To both, but especially to the latter; be- 
cause, 

First, The church is distinctly men- 
tioned in the preceding verse and closely 
joined with this by the connective “and.” 

Second, The church is elsewhere, espe- 
cially in Ephesians, called by this very 
name of “mystery.” 

Third, Two of the particulars here men- 
tioned (1) “ preached to the nations” and 
(2) “ believed on in the wortd,” are not so 
true of Christ personal as of Christ mysti- 
cal since during the life time of Jesus the 
Gospel was confined to the Jews. Hence 
we take this description of the mystery as 
including the church. 

IV. What is the meaning of the six par- 
ticulars here given? 

1. “ Manifested in the flesh ” means that 
the indwelling of God in man shows itself 
in peculiar (a) knowledge, concerning re- 
vealed truth; (b) conduct, so different from 
the world’s; (c) glory, wondrously lighting 
up the face; (d) power, in service or heal- 
ing and the like. All this was very evident 
in the case of Jesus, and somewhat evident 
in the case of the church, in proportion 
as she follows in the footsteps of her 
Head. 

2. “Justified in the Spirit” means made 
perfect in the resurrection or glorified 
state. Beware of limiting the word to the 
theological sense of forensic justification. 
It means making righteous or right in the 
whole organic body of man. As Christ’s 
divinity was somewhat “ manifest ” while 
He was in flesh, much more was He seen 
to be a “just One” when He appeared in 
glory to Saul of Tarsus. 

8. “Seen of angels” should read ap- 
peared to angels, and refers, no doubt, to 
that visit of Christ to those fallen angels 
who have wrought such ruin in man, to 
which we have allusions in I. Peter iii, 18- 
20; IT. Peter $i. 4and Jude vi. Christ in 
His victorious resurrection state seems to 
have proclaimed to these old enemies of 
man that their plottings were not as suc- 
cessful as they had exvectel, And in this 


same vietory the glorified church will like- 
wise participate. 

4. “Preached to the nations” means 
that this wonderful mystery is proclaimed, 
as it is now being done in our missionary 
work, to the nations. And perhaps there 
is also a look forward to the fuller procla- 
mation of the next age. 

5. “Believed on in the world” means 
that everywhere the full Gospel is 
preached throughout the world there have 
been some to believe and receive the won- 
derful fact of the Divine indwelling. Even 
the dwarfed nations of barbarous lands 
have been filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
so have known this mystery. 

6. * Received up in glory ” refers to the 
asecnsion of Christ and the rapture of the 
ehurch when Ile shall come for her. Thus 
will she be laid as a basement in the heav- 
ens for the grander building of the ages. 
Man has tried—Babel-like—to lay his 
basement on earth; yea, he is trying it yet, 
through culture and self-development. 
But it will all fail and the rapture of the 
church alone will lay the foundation for 
God’s salvation in the ages to come. 

V. Why is this mystery great? 

Confessedly great it is indeed! 

1. Because, it is such a condescension of 
God to come down to poor fallen man to 
find a basis whereon to build something 
that shall endure—to come to poor fallen 
man to find the means of counteracting 
the work of fallen angels—to come to poor 
fallen man, to degraded heathen, to find 
those whom Ile can put to judge or rule 
angels! 

2, Because it is such an clevation of man 
to the throne of the universe. When we 
contemplate the incarnation and career of 
Jesus, and read that the same, in sub- 
stance, is for us, the church; we know not 
which to consider the greater mystery— 
that Ged can bow so low or that man can 
be made to go so high, confessedly great, 
indeed. 

3. Because it takes such a long time for 

its unfoldings.. Near ninetcen centuries 
have rolled away and the mystery is yet 
unrevealed. The full number of the 
church is, not yet made up. Oh, slowness 
of man! Oh, patience of God! Jesus made 
His way swiftly, but Tis bride is so lag- 
gard in making herself ready! But His 
love never fails. He shall not fail nor be 
discouraged. The centuries may roll, but 
the mystery will be finished in His own 
time, though the delay may seem to be 
great. 
"4. Because of the use that is to be made 
of the mystery when it is revealed. Just 
what this is and just how much it is, we 
know not. But we can only say, Ff so 
great in the present age what will it be 
yn the ages to come! 

VI. What are the practical church duties 
for church times inculeated by this mys- 
tery? 

“That thou mayest know how man 
ought to behave themselves in the house 
of God.” Pray do not get any superficial 
idea about external deportment in a 
chureh building. But learn from this great 
mystery how to live in accordance with it. 
We have seen what the church is, how 
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great and far-reaching this mystery is, 
and if we are in it, what is required of us? 

1. Faith, to believe it. It is so great that 
it sometimes seems too great to be true. 
But this is only the seeming to our narrow 
and beclouded minds. The. more you 
come to know God the more you will be- 
lieve that His love and His riches are 
boundless. And He so loves that He has 
given us “all things” in Christ. Our 
duty is to believe. No wonder that the 
Scriptures are continually exhorting to 
faith. “ Have faith in God.” Yea, have 
“the faith of God.” 

2. Patience to wait for it all. No won- 
der such a great work moves slowly. If it 
were hastened too much it might prove 
untrustworthy. A wise builder is excced- 
ingly careful about his foundation. THe 
sometimes lets a winter pass over it before 
he builds upon it. The church is a foun- 
dation for an eternal structure. There- 
fore, have patience with the Master Build- 
er. Have patience in regard to your own 
life and character and with the length of 
the present age. 

3. Utterance to proclaim it among the 
nations. They are busy with their own 
Babel schemes; but as these fail from time 
to time tell them of God’s great mystery. 
Point them to the career of Christ, in its 
enticty, to His ascension and outpourings 
of the Spirit, and show them what wilt 
come when the church is likewise re- 
ceived up. Oh, for utterance No wonder 
that Paul asked, “ And for me, that utter- 
ance may be given to me that I may open 
my mouth boldly to make known the mys- 
tery of the Gospel.” 

4, Submission of our natural powers to 
the indwelling and the guidance of the 
Divine that is ~iven us. We are so ant to 
get over onto natural grounds before we 
are aware, forgetting our Divine birth and 
Divine guidance. So apt to conduct the 
church as we would @ human business. 8o 
apt to forget who we are, sons of God, fol- 
lowers of the Christ, who was so different 
in all His methods from worldly men! 

5. Willingnéss to be misunderstood and 
misjudged by the world, especially because 
we do not seem to be doing more in the 
world; live, content to be pilgrims and 
strangers, and to be regarded visionary 
and impractical, if only thereby we may 
please Him who has called us. Never at 
the same time letting the world’s view of 
us tinge our view of ourselves; but always 
keeping bright in the thought that we are 
doing far hetter for the world than it is 
doing for itsclf. 

6. Willingness to be humble and ob- 
scure as js the foundation of a building, 
down in the mud if need be. Not anx- 
ious to be great according to the judgment 
of this present age. Tt is here that the 
church has ever committed her fatal mis- 
take, in supposing that she is, at present, 
the sightly building instead of the hidden 
foundation. Surely the basement myste- 
ry needs to have good heed given to it, 
that we may be the firm foundation to the 
coming ages that Christ has been to us. 
Let us be content to be despised and re- 
jected as was He, to follow the Tamb 
whithersoever Te gocth. 
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Tre Oud OxcuarD CONVENTION OF

Many other speakers and workers are 
present and others on their way, and an 
unusually strong contingent of mission- 
aries from our various foreign ficlds is 
here and will occupy the last three days 
with their messages from abroad. 

We are trusting in our Heavenly Fath- 
er to pour out a gracious baptism of power 
and missionary consecration this year. 
There are few here possessed of wealth, 
and all parts of New England have felt 
the pressure of financial stringency as 
never before, but God is able once more to 
multiply the five barley loaves and the 
few small fishes until they shall be enough

Ir Is WITH DEEP SORROW THAT WE ARE 
called upon to record the death of one of 
eur most valued fellow-laborers in the 
Christian and Missionary Alliance, and 
one of the few princely Christian mer- 
chants we have in our Alliance. We refer 
to Mr. Henry Conley, of Pittsburg, Pa., 
who passed away at his home in Pitts. 
burg on Sabbath evening, July 25th, after 
a brief iJIness of only about a month. In- 
deed, he was only confined to his room 
about a week before the end. Mr. Conley 
was a business man of very high standing 
in Pittsburg, and a vast concourse of his 
fellow citizens gathered at his funeral to 
pay their last tribute of respect and affec- 
tion to his memory. The funeral services 
were conducted at his home in Pittsburg 
by Rev. A. B. Simpson, Rev. Stephen Mer- 
ritt, Rev. F. H. Senft and Rev. Dr. With- 
erspoon, of Pittsburg, who referred in ap- 
propriate terms to his high character and 
great usefulness. 

Mr. Conley was an earnest and loyal 
member of the Alliance and one of the 
leading officers of the Pennsylvania Aux- 
iliary. The remarkable progress which the 
Alliance work has made in this State dur- 
ing the past two years was largely due to 
his untiring labors and his wise and earn- 
est counsels. Ie carried the spirit of bus- 
iness enterprise into his Christian work 
and did nothing by halves. He was one 
of the few Barnabases of the church and it 
is easier to supply a dozen preachers than 
one such whole-hearted Christ-filled busi- 
ness man. But God remains and Ile is 
equal to every need, 

Mr. Conley’s heart was much in the 
work of home missions, and his sponta- 
neous liberality has largely helped to keep 
in operation the blessed mission work 
which has been so successfully carried on 
by our Alliance friends in Pittshurg. 

But his heart had also caught the Mas- 
ter’s greater thought for the evangeliza- 
tion of the world. And he has been for 
many years in the very front of the great 
Missionary movement. Many years ago he 
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supplied the means for planting the pres- 
ent Alliance mission in Jerusalem, and 
he sustained Miss Dunn’s work up to the 
close of his life. He was a member of 
the Board of Managers of the Christian 
and Missionary Aliiance. He has been 
from an early day one of the official Board 
of our late New York Missionary Train- 
ing Institute and took the deepest interest 
in its welfare. 

Ile leaves a wife, who has Jong been the 
sharer of his Christian hopes and plans, to 
take up the broken thread and finish his 
life and her’s. We are sure the blessed 
Master will both sustain and use her. 

The inspiration of Mr. Conley’s life and 
the theme of his constant testimony was 
the coming of the Lord Jesus. As our 
loved ones leave us how earnestly we long 
for that blessed morn to break on the 
night of earth and time. 

We are very sure that our beloved breth- 
ren in Pennsylvania will take up and carry 
on the work in their State with unslack- 
ened zeal, and that God will still prove 
that while He may bury the workers the 
work will still go on,

" HIRELING SHEPHERDS,

It is so long since 1 wrote you that per- 
haps some of you have forgotten my 
stories about the sheep in the Dauphiny 
mountains. his time 1 will tell you 
something about a boy who should have 
been a shopherd and was only a “hire- 
ling.” You remember the verses in John 
x., where the Lord Jesus tells us the dif- 
ference between the two, do you not? 
“But he that is a hireling, and not the 
shepherd, whose own the sheep are not” 
—and later on, “ The hireling fleeth be- 
cause he is a hireling and careth not for 
the sheep.” 

Poor little Charlot had a very kind mis- 
tress and only a very small flock to tend, 
not a score in all. He had to lead them 
out in early morning, watch over them on 
the hillside, which roge steeply close be- 
hind the house, bring them in when the 
sun grew hot, lead them out again in the 
cool of the evening, and bring them home 
for the night. There were fields of wheat 
and small vineyards all round, which, of 
course, were forbidden ground for the 
gheep; and of course the flock needed con- 
tinual care in a country where there are 
no fences. 

The misfortune was that Charlot did 
not care for his sheep. Te liked, it seemed 
to me, all other animals. He would caress 
and feed dogs, cats, rabbits, fowls, pigs, 
put he cared nothing about sheep. Sheep 
are troublesome animals, always ready to 
stray, and every noon and night the shep- 
herd here counts his sheep.

THE EXCELLENCE OF LOVE. 

I Corinthians xii}. 

GoLpEN Text. And nowabideth faith, hope, 
charity, these three: but the greatest of these 
is charity. 1 Cor, xiii. 13, 

Y. INTRODUCTORY NOTES. 

The question of spiritual gifts was a 
perplexing one to the church at Corinth. 
As to their relative value and proper exer- 
cise much confusion of thought existed. 
Many instances of the abuse of various 
gifts, such as prophecy and speaking with 
tongues, had come to the knowledge of 
Paul. He, therefore, devotes a section of 
this letter (chapters xii.-xiv.) to a full dis- 
cussion of the subject. The lesson is in 
the nature of a digression. The apostle 
wished to lift the thought of the Corin- 
thian church to something higher than 
spiritual gifts. He would have its mem- 
bers understand that love is the soil in 
which alone the gifts and graces of the 
Spirit can live and grow, and without 
which, indeed, their possession avails noth- 
ing. 

Dr. Pierson calls attention to the fact 
that any given Scriptural subject is dis- 
cussed but once in an exhaustive manner. 
No where else in the Bible does the grace 
of Christian love reccive so full a treat~ 
ment as in the lesson for this week. The 
thirteenth of First Corinthians has been 
called the Psalm of Love. Within the past 
few years many Christians have been led 
to study this passage afresh through the 
publication of Henry Drummond’s little 
tract, “ The Greatest Thing in the World.” 
This brief work is, perhaps, the best com- 
mentary on this chapter in the English 
language. 

JI, EXPLANATORY NOTES. 

1. The supremacy of love over spiritual 
gifts (verses 1-3). 

Not in dispargment of spiritual gifts 
does the apostle extol love. That he rec- 
ognized their necessity and importance 
chapter xii, leaves us no room to doubt. 
His advice to the Corinthians was, “Covet 
earnestly the best gifts” (xii. 81). There 
was, however, “a more exeellent way,” 
and it is his purpose in chapter xiii. to 
point this out. 


The meani.g of this section is clear. 
Attention has been called to the fact that 
Pau) is dealing with an hypothesis. He 
docs not state that spiritual gifts can be 
possessed apart from love, but simply that 
if such divyorcements were possible they 
would be of no avail. The life and beauty 


of the natural world cannot exist apart 
from the sun. In like manner, the pos- 
session and exercise of the gifts of the 
Spirit are dependent upon love. 

The word “charity” does not express 
the thought of the apostle. Love is a bet- 
ter term. The New Testament idea of 
Jove was unknown in classical Greek. This 
is an instance in which Christianity has 
enriched the meaning of a word already 
in use. 

2. The character of love {verses 4-7). 

In this section the apostle has given us 
an analysis of love. Like life, it is known 
best by its qualities and results. We can 
do no better than quote Prof. Drummond 
at this point. He compares love to a beam 
of light which is broken up by being 
passed through a crystal prism. He says, 
“The spectrum of love has nine ingredi- 
ents: 

Patience—‘ Love suffercth long.’ 

Kindness— And is kind’ 

Generosity—‘ Love envieth not.’ 

Humility—‘ Love vaunteth not itself, is 
not puffed up.’ 

Courtesy—‘ Doth not behave itself un- 
seemly.” 

Unselfishness—‘ Seeketh not her own.’ 

Good Temper— Is not provoked.’ 

Guilelessness— Thinketh no evil’ 

Sinccrity—‘ Rejoiceth not in iniquity, 
but rejoiceth in the truth. ” 

A few remarks on this analysis of love 
are in order: 

(a) Some of these qualitics are negative 
while others are positive in character. 

{b) A tree is known by its fruits. In like 
manner the possession of love is known 
by the manifestation of these qualities of 
heart and life. 

(ec) Other qualities of love are men- 
he proof that 





tioned in verse 7. They are 
love is Divine. 

How different is Divine love’ from 
human affection! The love that is natural 
to the heart breaks down when it reaches 
a certain point. It cannot stand the test 
put by this section. But the love which is 
shed abroad in our hearts by the Holy 
Spirit endures forever (Rom. v. 5). It is 
of the nature of God Himself. It is God, 
for God is love (I. John iv. 7, 8). 

3. The permanence of love (verses 8-13). 

Spiritual gifts are temporary in char- 
acter, but lave is eternal. This is the rea- 
son its possession is to be coveted more 
than spiritual gifts. 

Compared with eternity this life is a 
childhood. Now, knowledge is fragment- 
ary; then, it will be eomplete. Here, every- 
thing is imperfect; there, it will be per- 
fect. All around us in this life changes 
take place. In the other Hfe there are 
no changes because the changeless One 
abides forever. Our knowledge of God is 
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limited here, but hereafter we shall know 
Him as we are known by Him. 

This section is an illustration of IT. Cor. 
iv. 18. Things of sense pass away. Eter- 
nal realities abide. Faith has been called 
the first thing in the world; hope, the last 
thing in the wortd, and love, the greatest 
thing in the world. 


III, EXEGETICAL POINTS. 


1, “ Tongues of angels” (verse 1). The 
language of angels is mentioned by the 
rabbis, or Jewish teachers. This may be 
a hyperbolic expression (II. Cor. xii. 4). 

2. “Faith to remove mountains ” (verse 
2). This is undoubtedly a reference to 
Matt. xvii. 20; xxi. 21. 

f ‘ Behave itself unseemly ” (verse ,5), i 
e., “is not betrayed into forgetfulness of 
what is due to others.” 

4. “Not easily provoked” (verse 5). 
The word easily is not in the Greek text. 
Tts omission strengthens the statement. 

5. “ Thinketh no evil” (verse 6). The 
word here translated thinketh is elsewhere 
rendered reckon or impute. Crysostom: 
“Ts not suspicious.” 

6. “ Vanish away ” (verse 8), i. ¢., ren- 
der useless or make of no effect. 

7%. “Through a glass” (verse 12). Tit- 
erally, by means of a mirror. The ancients 
used as a mirror a surface of polished 
metal. 

8. “Darkly” (verse 12); Greek, in an 
enigma. An enigma is a saying hard to 
understand, 

9. “Trace to face” (verse 12). For this 
expression sec Numb. xii. 8; Job xix. 26, 
27; I. John iii. 2; Rev. xxii. 4). 

10. “Know” (verse 12). The Greck 
verb expresses full—complete—knowledge 
(Gal. iv. 9; Matt. xi. 27). 

11. “Now” (verse 13). This adverb 
does not refer to tiie, but to the end of 
the argument. In force it about equals 
the word thus. 


iV. TEACHING POINTS. 


1. Many people have a fondness for the 
spectacular effects of Christianity. A dis- 
play of any kind always attracts them. 
Tt was the manifestation of this spirit that 
lead to the abuse of spiritual gifts at Co- 
Tinth. Such people sigh for power. They 
covet spiritual gifts not for the sake of 
helping others so much as for the sake of 
exalting themselves. 

2. Love is the greatest of God’s gifts. 
Tt is the most exccllent of the Christian 
graces. Unlike spiritual gifts, it may be 
possessed by all. Without it Christian 
character is cold and barren. A_ heart 
overflowing with love makes one Christ- 
like. ; 

3. In this chapter we have a photograph 
of Christian character (verses 4-8). Tlere 
are given the elements of Christlikeness. 
‘Let us hold up the picture and see if we 
ean trace its counterpart in our lives. 

4, Love is an eternal reality. It wilt 
abide through all earthly changes. Its 
possession links one with God. 

5. This life is a probation for the next. 
Here we are in the preparatory school of 
instruction and discipline. Hereafter we 
shall reach our spiritual maturity.

WORK AMONG VILLAGE 
: WOMEN. 


By Mrs. LEONARD CUTLER. 


To tive for a time in a city of India, one 
obtains, so to speak, in broad outline, a con- 
iderable knowledge of heathenismas a whole. 
The saduess of its cruel bondage, the hol- 
lowness of the many religions, the heinous- 
ness and awful profanity of its ceremonies, 
its fedtivals, attended with their numerous 
evils, following each other in quick succes- 
sion pass daily before one; but to visit the 
villages of India, to sit, and talk with the 
women, to glance at the rude images, stones, 
smeared over with red paint, that they say 
are their gods, to witness a little group of 
women offering in grave earnestness, cocoa- 
nuts, sweetmeats, flowers, etc., because some 
“request bas been granted,” or to see a Hitle 
Boat being led away to some sacred spot to 
be sacrificed in order to appease some angry 
god; to see the fear and helplessness as some 
poor soul is smitten with sickness and to 
hear the piteous walling and hopeless cries 
of one just bereaved of some relative. These 
and many other things give one an expert- 
ence of the truly awful dense darkness and 
superstition in which these precious souls 
are enveloped! Reveals the tremendous 
pawer of the evil one, the adversary of God 
and man; and wrings, as it were, the cry 
from one’s heart, with a deeper earnestness 
than perhaps tver before. “Lord Jesus these 
precious sonls for whom Thou hast died, 
save them and set them at libedty.” 

Yes, the village women of India are living 
hour by hour, day by day, month by month, 
year in year out, in this awful darkness, this 
cruel bondage, without any hope in this life 
or the next, and yet the “deliverance from 
sin and its power,” the “new life in Christ 
Jesus,” the “blessed hope of His coming,” 
are just as much for them as for us, and yet 
it is an awful fact that few, very few, of the 
thousands of these poor souls have ever 
heard a single word of Jesus and what He 
has done for them! Touring this year (not 
speaking of bazaar towns) we hardly visited 
one village out of about one hundred where 
the Gospel had been preached before. 

There is a considerable difference between 
the village and the town women. The latter 
have become more accustomed to seeing for- 
eigners and acquainted with their manners 
and mode of life, whilst the former, even at 
the approach of a white face, will flee away 
and hide. In several instances whilst tour- 
ing, on nearing a little village, we would see 
several groups of women watching our ap- 
proach, but on entering the village would 
find they had all fled into their houses to 
hide away through fear. Sometimes we 
found one or two more courageous than the 
others who would stand at a “safe” distance 
from us and look straight at us, then, seem- 
ingly having determined in their minds that 
‘we were not such formidable creatures after 
an, would venture to answer the questions 
we asked, and growing still braver would 
ask whether we were really women or men, 
and finally would sit down with us on the 


ground, others, too, joining and listen at-. 


tentively to the precious Gospel message. 
In some villages the women are less fear- 
ful, but seem so contented with their miser- 
able state, they seem to have no inclination 
for anything higher or better than the every 
aay monotonous drudgery of their lives, 
standing in fear of their husbands and being 
looked down upon by them as mere animals, 
having no understanding ar intellect. In- 
deed, often the men would tell us as we 
made our way to the women, “It is of no use 


talking to them, they are just like oxen and 
cannot understand anything,” and on taik- 
ing to the women themselves we would find 


granted and would answer, ‘Truly we can- 
not understand anything, we are only like 
oxen.” But, praise God, for we have good 
reason to believe that the “Truth which 
through Jesus Christ is able to make them 
wise unto salvation,” found entrance into 
many hearts, by the power and enlighten- 
ment of the Holy Spirit. 

Again, there is a great difference between 
the castes. We find the women of the high- 
er castes more enlightened than of the lower 
castes and we had in some places very in- 
teresting times amongst the Kunabi women 
(farmer castes}. In many villages the patel 
or headman was a Kunabi and he would take 
us to his house and order the women, not 
only of his but also of the neighboring house, 
to gather together and listen. 

It would take too long to describe in de- 
tail the various occupations, houses, etc., of 
the different castes, but it may be of interest 
to give, just in bare outline, the daily rout- 
ine of duty of an Indian village woman as 
seen by the writer during her short time 
amongst the people. 
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and the Httle pedestal of earth in which 
grows their sacred plant; she then proceeds 
to bring outside all the cooking vessels and 
other utensils and smears them over with 
ashes, gives them a good scouring, rinses 
them with water and carries them, looking 
beautifully bright and clean back into the 
house. Then she draws the water from the 
well, fills the water vessels, bathes the baby 
(in an extremely interesting fashion) bathes 
berself, and then where there happens to be 
a door to the doorway she shuts it, puts on 
a padlock and starts off to work in the fields, 
under the burning sun, until sunset. She 
then returns home and sets to work to cook 
the evening meal. This is generally ready 
about 7.30 or 8 o’clock. The husband is 
called, who partakes of the meal, and the 
woman, waiting until he has dined, has what 
remains for her share. This over, she re- 
tires to rest. 

During touring season we found the wo- 
men busy for a considerable time picking 
cotton. I was interested one evening in 
watching them receive their wages for the 
day’s labor. At an appointed time the wo- 
men came from the fields bringing their 
bundles of cotton to the owner, who, as each 
woman in turn untied her bundle, divided , 
the contents into four 
equal parts, the woman 
was then allowed to 
choose one part out of 
the four which was giv- 
en her as her wages. 
Sometimes they have 
money giyen them inre- 
turn for their work. 

After cotton picking 
is over the work is to 
pick out the seeds. In 
one village, we visited 
at noon a company of 
women thus occupied, 
and talked with them 
nearly the whole after- 
noon about Jesus. Sev- 
era] drank in the story 
with deep amazement, 
it was so new, so unlike 
anything they had ever 
heard before, and it was 
touching to hear them 
ask, “Did He do all that 
for me?” "Tell me His 


name again.” “From 
today I must worship 
Him.” “Tell me how to 


worship Him,” etc., etc., 
and as we left we could 
hear many repeating in 
an undertone the pre- 
cious name of “Jesus.” 

“The harvest truly is 
plenteous, but the labor- 
ers few.’ The time for 
working is oh, so short 
and many, many, of 
these poor souls are 
daily passing into eter- 
nity never having heard 
the story of Jesus fior 
had an opportunity of 
hearing how He died 
that their darkened lives 
and souls might be 
saved, 

May God lay the aw- 
ful need of these dear 
Indian women, men and 
children more and more 
deeply upon all our 
hearts, and may He find 
in each one of us the 
readiness and willing-

Rev. R. H. Graves writes 
A New an interesting account of 
Open Ports the new openport in China 
to the Independent, saying: 
A Hongkong paper has this advertisement: 
“For West River Ports, ; 

“Rongmoon, Kamcehuck, Samshin, Shinhing, 

Takhing and Wuchau, 
“The Steamship ‘Wingtong. 

This means that at last the Sikiang, or 
‘West River, is open to vessels carrying a 
foreign flag, and that foreign merchants 
have the right of residence and trade in 
South China, This is the outcome of nego- 
tiations which have been pending for years. 
Steamers will now run thrice a week from 
‘Canton and also from Hongkong and Macao, 
and no doubt an impetus will be given to 
trade. Hongkong is in the palm-leaf-fan 
-district, Kamchuck in the silk district, Sam- 
shin at the junction of the North and West 
Rivers, Shinhing is the ancient capital of 
the Kwang Tung province, Takhing near 
ithe seat of the matting country, and Wuchau 
is the chief trading mart of the Kwang Si 
province, and near the country which pro- 
duces almost all the cassia of commerce. 
Mission work in the valley of the West River 
was begun by the American Baptist Mission 
thirty-seven years ago, when Shinhing was 
occupied ag a station There is now a Chin- 
ese Church here, with a native pastor and 
a membership of one hundred. 

Wuchau, the newly opened port in Kwang 
Si province was first occupied in 1864. We 
shave been three times driven out from there 
and had our preaching places looted and 
wrecked by mobs. The people are friendly 
enough, but were excited by the gentry or 
the officials to drive out the foreigner and 
the native Christian preachers. 

Now we have a chapel and four resident 
missionaries in this city. The Alliance Mis- 
sion (Dr. Simpson’s) have recently estab- 
jished themselves in this city, and other 
societies are thinking of taking up work 
there. Some of the other ports will prob- 
ably soon be occupied. Kongmoon has ale 
‘ready been a station of the Church Mission 
Society for some years, and other missions 
have work in the vicinity. 

Much mission work has been done in 
Kwang Si province, though it is now for the 
first time formally opened for the residence 
of foreigners. The »vaptist Mission has a 
-ehureh of over one hundred members under 
the charge of a native pa tor, at Shek Fong, 
one hundred miles southwest of Wuchan, 
and a little nucleus of some twenty-five 
members at a point fifty miles north of the 
new port. 

The dark and destitute provinee of Kwang 
Si is now fully opened to Christian effart. 
“The Kwang Si Confucianists have organized 
themselves to oppose the progress of the re- 
ligion of Jesus, by establishing a Sacred 
Training Society, an association to preach 
Confucian morality, open dispensaries and 
imitate Christian methods. Thus the minds 
of the people are being stirred up and the 
soil broken up for casting in the good seed 
of the Word.

It is not to be supposed that 
these converts are stalwart Christians, fully 
instructed in doctrine or altogether con~ 
sistent in practice; but they have renounced 
their heathen customs and have put on the 
garments of civilization, have built churches 
and established schools, and are on the way 
to better things. If no untoward events oc- 
cur, we may look for yet larger growth, and 
for the preparation on these islands of evan- 
gelists who may carry the Gospel to the 
western Carolines, which are still bound in 
Hesthenism.

God has turned my footsteps homeward 
again after a very short stay in Africa, and 
day by day my heart turns back to the dear 
cones left there who sadly neea to know of 
Him who died for them. The opportunities 
for earnest consecrated souls who are desir- 
ing work for the Master, are many in Africa 
as in every country where Christ is not 
known. But at the station where | was they 
have heard the message and many have ac- 
cepted Christ, and as I have come in contact 
with them the need seems now to lead them 
on to the deeper life. We know how our 
lives are broadened and deepened by the in- 
dwelling Holy Spirit, and we also know how 
much we need Hlim that we may live lives 
that will glorify our Master. 

The need in Africa and at Ngangila is that 
the native should have just this experience. 
This has been the burden on my heart for 
many months, and I have prayed earnestly 
for it day by day 

Another need is for Testaments, and, if 
possible, other reading, such as little tracts 
for those who learn to read. The first, that 
of Testaments, we hope soon to have, as the 
Swedish Society are now printing them; 
put the latter we lack altogether. Those 
who can read eagerly devour what we give 
them. 

The little paper, also printed by the Swed- 
ish Soctety, is eagerly read, and the greatest 
treat I could promise my little ones was that 
they should have it to read if they did their 
work nicely and quickly. And when the 
work was done the one who could read would 
gather the others around him and read to 
them. They were Jnly children but every 
bit of that paper is read and its contents 
discussed by them. It tells of the new mis- 
sionaries who come to the field, of the ones 
who return home and of those who die. 
Then there are some Bible stories, some in- 
formation of the things occurring in other 
lands, ete. 

We have often wished that we had a print- 
ing press that we might supply our stations 
with needed things along these lines. 

We have a book of pictures called “Dore’s 
Bible Gallery,” and it is an everlasting 
source of pleasure to all. Old and young 
gladly go over and over again the pictures 
of Christ’s life and listen with never-failing 
interest to the story of the picture. 

I do not think anyone ever goes to Africa 
without leaving their heart there when they 
come home and T am not different from the 
rest. Since the moment T left my heart has 
constantly turned backward to the people I 
Jove, and my constant prayer is that God 
will lead them onward and upward. 


Mr Bullerkist writes from 
the Congo: “We have not 
been without trials or 
sicknesses, as these are so common in this 
land, and especially as we are living in a 
very unhealthy place; yet our lives have 
been graciously spared and we can go on 
joyfully in the Master’s work, knowing that 
His sweet presence is always with us and 
His protecting hand over us 

The people fn this neighborhood begin to 
show a little more interest in the Word of 
God we try to instruct them in, and about 
ten boys and lads have recently come at 
night to school to learn to read, as they 
have to work through the day and cannot 
come to the day school which is attended by 
elaven of our own boys and my little native 
girl “Maminye” Miss Oberacker is the effi-

cient teacher, while Miss Jahraus has the 
care of the housekeeping. Mr. Soderborg is 
studying hard every day to acquire the lan- 
guage, to be able to pass his first year’s ex- 
amination. 

“We are trying to bring the people to God 
by holding a publie service every morning 
upon the station, which is attended beside 
our own boys by a small numbers of towus- 
people of both sexes, sometimes we have a 
larger number. The Gospel is also preached 
in the neighboring towns, and as we have 
opportunity we make preaching tours into 
the more distant villages. The people re- 
ceive us always friendly on such occasions. 

“None of our boys have yet been con- 
verted, but some, I have reason to believe, 
are truly seeking after God. Their old hab- 
its, friends and relations are a drawback. 

“Mr. Trice built partly a house of sun- 
dried bricks here, which was completed by 


Mr. Soderborg and myself the latter part of 


the dry season. As it is of entirely native 
Material the expenses are modreate 

“The station is located on a narrow ridge 
in a valley. As the river running through 
the valley overflows during the rains it 
leaves a swamp, and this brings on malaria, 
as also do the fogs which settle in the val- 
ley. 

“The ladies suffered much with fever 
through the recent months, and Mr. Soder- 
borg and myself have had frequent attacks 
of fever. I have just recovered from one 
yesterday, through which the dear Lord car- 
ried me safely, without any other aid. Praise 
His dear name! This station is advised by 
the Committee on the field to the Home 
Board to be made an out-station to Maduda, 
on behalf of its short distance from there, an 
unhealthy location, and to be put in charge 
of one or two competent native evangelists 
and teachers.”

«Good News writes of the work there, 
from Macheda. nd says: 


“T am glad that it has fallen on my joyous 
lot to write, as I so seldom do write to any 
of the English-speaking Alliance people 

“J will now have the opportunity to tell 
you a little about the Lord’s work among us 
here at Macheda. We feel indeed like say- 
ing, ‘The Lord has done great things for us, 
whereof we are glad.’ Glory be unto His 
holy name.

That is an answer to our prayers as we have 
long been waiting upon God for our dear 
dark sisters Some of these converted young 
men are filled with holy zeal to tell the sal- 
vation story to their fellowmen. They are 
asking the Lor~ to send them out to far-off 
towns, and we believe the Lord is ready to 
send them. His time has come. A great 
work is going to be done in the hearts of the 
people of this land before the close of this 
century. We have lately opened an out-sta- 
tion here two of them are teaching the peo- 
ple to read the Word of God, and between 
times go out to the villages with the Gospel. 

Mr. Hazzard is now out with some of them 
in view of placing them out among the peo- 
ple, may God bless them! We are trusting 
Him for the means and we feel that He 
wants us to go on trusting without seeing. 
It does not cost much to keep them ont 
among the people, and we are only too glad 
to make any little sacrifice in the way of 
living so to help God’s glorious work on, 
believing that your prayers are following 
us in our attempts to do His highest will, 
knowing that the time is so short. 
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“I am glad that I can tell you that the 
work is now carried on in a more satisfac- 
tory way and in a Christ-like spirit, and 
God has lately honored His work in the sal- 
vation of many, and a very friendly relation 
exists among all.

Mr. Moyser has quite 
a novel, nevertheless very effective way of 
bringing the claims of the Gospel upon them. 
After gathering and separating the crowd 
into a little yard, the women on one side, 
children on the other, and the men by them- 
selves, he calls for order, and in a very 
short time the clamorous crowd is as quiet 
that you could hear a pin drop. Then he 
begins to break the bread of life to their 
starving souls, with the Bible in one hand, 
a long bamboo pole in the other, and every 
eye fixed upon him, and evidently drinking 
in and understanding every word he utters. 
“Soon after began another very interesting 
sight, the distributing of grain; and one al- 
most wondered how it could be accomplished 
so that every one would get his share and 
none be served twice; bu the difficulty was 
soon solved when one after another went 
out of the gate after getting his or her share, 
In a short time 419 were served, and their 
faces showed that they were truly grateful 
for the benefits received. 192 women, 137 
children, and 90 men respectively were 
counted. They were all frank to acknowl- 
edge that their gods did not regard their 
prayers. I firmly believe that this relief 
work is one of the most expressive ways of 
wwitnessing to the truths of the Gospel.”

The Earthquake, tails respecting the earth- 

quake in India. From a 
lengthy article in the Bombay Guardian we 
cull the following: 

“An earthquage which for extent and dam- 
age is unequalled in the memory of any liv- 
ing person occurred in Calcutta on Saturday 
last; extending also over the whole of Ben-, 
gal and North India. The weather at the 
time was close and sultry, and slight mon- 
soonish showers had fallen during the day, 
but as usual, the first indications of the phe- 
momenon were slight, and were for the most 
part mistaken for some local disturbance. 
Doors creaked, timbers groaned, and there 
was a slight vibration of the floors and 
walls, which might be ascribed to the pass- 
ing of heavy carts in the street. But in a 
few seconds these symptoms were accentu- 
ated beyond ail possibility of doubt, and 
those who had had any previous experience 
of the kind were not slow to recognize the 
nature of the visitation. 

“The earth-wave which passed from east 
to west, grew rapidly more decided until the 
whole town was swaying and rocking in a 
manner that threatened in a few minntes to 
reduce the City of Palaces to a city of ruins. 
The clocks in the city stopped simultaneous- 
ly shortly after 5 P. M. The visitation lasted 
fully five minutes, leaving the southern di- 
vision of the town with the appearance of a 
city that had been bombarded.” 

Many were killed. The postoffice sank as 
it stood. 

There was great destruction in Assam: 

“News reached Bombay on Thursday 
morning only, brings the intelligence that 
Assam and Eastern Bengal has suffered mors 
severely than any other place so far re- 
ported. A tidal wave is said to have des- 
troyed the bazaar at Goalpara and caused the 
loss of sixty lives. At Guahati the roads are 
fissured for miles, and the railway has dis- 
appeared. Shillong has also suffered terri- 
bly.” 

Whole villages fell down the sides of the 
hills.
